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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1-10 and 15 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 9/ 12/06. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: the preamble 
states "a device for dissecting device for cutting." Some words need to be deleted. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 11-14 and 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 1 requires one knife module 
to include a plurality of blades, but the disclosure describes the blades of the elected 
species as separate elements. To claim separate blades as part of one knife renders 
the claims indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 11-14 and 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent No. 5,680,705 to Josoha. 

Josoha discloses a cutting assembly that includes a handle (3), connection 
apparatuses (2), elastic apparatuses (4), and a knife module comprising a plurality of 
parallel blades (1). The blades are deflectable with respect to the handle (column 2, 
lines 14-16). 

Regarding the limitation "for dissecting* and claim 20, the limitations are 
directed toward intended use of the device and are not given patentable weight. If the 
device is capable of performing the intended functions, then it meets the claim. 
Josoha is not required to disclose the use of the device as dissecting a cell colony. 

Regarding the limitations of integrally formed apparatuses with the handle, it 
has been held that the term "integral" is sufficiently broad to embrace constructions 
united by such means as fastening and welding. Therefore, the connection means 
disclosed by Josoha are considered to meet these limitations.
